The reply filed on 12 Februaiy 2008 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): The lack of unity requirement mailed 3 1 January 2008 required that Applicant elect one of the following: One olMhe 
exemplary groups I-XI; a single invention by idenlil'ying another specific embodiment of similar scope to the exemplary groups; or a 
single disclosed species. The reply filed 12 February 2008 elected the compounds of claim 17 which are not one of the exemplary 
groups I-XI; are not a single invention of similar scope to the exemplary groups; and are not a single disclosed species. Specifically, 
the compounds of claim 17 are not within one of the exemplary groups as the variables D, T and X vary in the compounds of claim 
17, see pages 9 and 10 of the amendment filed 18 May 2005 wherein D can be phenyl or thienyl; X can be carbonyl or C(R3)2; and T 
can be morpholine, pyridine or piperidine, for example, whereas in the exemplary groups I-XI, the variables D, T and X are specific, 
i.e. D can only be one of thienyl or phenyl; X can only be one of carbonyl or C(R3)2; and T can only be a specific hetero ring, i.e. 
pyrrolidine or piperidine. Additionally, the elected compounds of claim 17 are not a single invention of similar scope to the 
exeamplary groups as the compounds of claim 1 7 have varying groups for D, T and X whereas the exemplary groups have specific 
values for D, T and X, again, see wherein the exemplary groups have D as only one of thienyl or phenyl; X as only one of carbonyl or 
C(R3)2 and T as only one specific hetero ring. As the compounds of claim 17 have include D as phenyl and thienyl; X as carbonyl 
and C(R3)2; and T as a multitued of hetero rings, the compounds of claim 17 are not a single invention of similar scope to the 
exemplary groups. Lastly, the compoimds of claim 17 include a multitude of compounds and are not a single disclosed species. In 
response to this notice. Applicant is required to elect one of the following: one of the exemplary groups I-XI; a single invention by 
identifying another specific embodiment of similar scope to the exemplary groups; or a single disclosed species. See 37 CFR 1.111.
